all the shots that killed Kennedy on Lov. 22, 1953. 

Lattimer, who viewed the documents last Friday in the Rational 
.Archives in Washington, was the first nongovernmental medical 
specialist given access to them since the Kennedy family five" year 
ban on public examination expired last October, The photographs 
were deposited with the Rational Archives in i9 56. 

He said he inspected 65 2-rays, color transparencies and black 
and white negatives.
